3.  What  does  the  poem  suggest  about  relationships  and  communication?  Consider 
the  poet’s  questions.  Do  you  agree  with  him?  Explain. 
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Poem  4:  “Tangled”  by  Carl  Leggo 


1 . Imagery  is  the  picture  created  in  the  reader’s  mind  by  the  details  provided  by  an 
author.  From  his  memory,  Leggo  shares  an  image  of  his  father.  What  do  you 
“see”  in  the  “word  picture”  the  poet  provides? 


2.  Leggo’s  memory  of  the  line  and  his  father  untangling  it  becomes  symbolic  for  him 
of  the  process  of  understanding  reality.  In  Edmonton,  he  is  strengthened  by  his 
memory  of  his  father’s  influence,  but  he  is  alone  and  required  by  life  to  make 
sensible  adult  choices.  What  does  this  poem  suggest  about  maturing  or 
independence?  Explain  and  support  your  interpretation.
